Arts going publi 


Te Dean of Arts, a novice 
golfer, wants to move the 
Faculty out of the “rough” 
where there’s no contact with 
alumni and scant contact with 
the wider community and onto 
the fairway. Knowing that that 
will take some deft strokes, 
Patricia Clements has 
appointed Rob Merrett to 
the position of Director of 
External Relations and Fund 
Development. 

“The appointment is 
something we’ve been hoping 
to do for quite some time,” 
Dean Clements says. “It 
represents some change in our 
character as perceived by 
the world.” 

Besides not relating to its 
23,000 graduates, Arts and the 
spirit of Arts haven’t been 
prevalent in those large and 
small pockets of the city and 
the province that could easily 
relate to many of the Faculty’s 
activities. Dean Clements 
points out that the University’s 
so-called professional Faculties, 
for example, Engineering, 
Business, Medicine, Law, 
always have constituencies. 
Lawyers help lawyers and 
engineers help engineers. Arts 
would like to introduce itself to 
the arts community and do 


everything it can to increase its 
stature in the public eye. 

“Organizational efforts will 
be expended considerably in 
the first year,” Professor 
Merrett told Folio. “We have 
to move on several fronts at 
one time.” 

He and Dean Clements 
view the appointment as an 
exercise in communications 
and a desire to connect. Fund- 
raising, they maintain, is 
secondary to establishing 
contacts and reaching out to 
alumni, people in the street and 
students. ““We’re laying the 
base ... there is none now. We 
want graduates, students and 
others to identify strongly with 
their University and their 
Faculty.” 

A community council for 
the Faculty of Arts, with as 
many as 20 people sitting on it, 
will be struck and the opinions 
of individuals such as 
Chancellor Sandy Mactaggart 
will be sought. An alumni 
newsletter will be considered 
but, costs being what they are, 
it won’t become a reality unless 
it is seen to be essential. 
Indications are that Drs Merrett 
and Clements would like to 
have the newsletter for various 
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reasons, not the least of which 
is it would have to mirror the 
activities of the Faculty as a 
whole and so internal 
communication would be that 
much better. Dr Merrett also 
plans to review the whole area 
of endowments, prizes and 
bursaries in Arts. 

The first venture, however, 
is a reception that’s lined up for 
22 September at 2 pm on the 
sixth floor of the Humanities 
Centre. There will be a display 
of books written by Arts faculty 
members, entertainment 
supplied by the Department of 
Music, light refreshments and, 
of course, free-flowing 
conversation. Dean Clements 
and Dr Merrett will be present 
as will other Arts professors. 
This informal way of imparting 
a sense of what makes the 
Faculty tick is one of the facets

Appointed to 
the University of Alberta’s 
Department of English in 1969, 
he attained the rank of 
professor in 1981. He chairs 
the Faculty’s Academic Affairs 
Committee and will continue to 
teach as he makes his way in a 
new role that’s “all about 
showing how we can have 
better relations.”

The Canada Council Art 
Bank is a moveable feast but it 
still needs someone who knows 
how to set an attractive table and 
make sure that no one leaves 
with that empty feeling. 

Rob Powell is comfortable in 
that role and he’s growing in it 
because of exhibitions like “Art 
Bank at Work.” Since 28 August 
he and four technicians have 
been uncrating works of art and 
hanging them in FAB Gallery. 
Heads are sure to turn at “Art 
Bank at Work” because 1) there 
are 350 works by more than 200 
artists and 2) this is a working 
rental exhibition whose primary 
function is to serve Art Bank 
clients. 

“The public should expect a 
somewhat different exhibition,” 
says Powell, an Art Bank 
consultant and coordinator of the 
exhibition. “This is the cutting 
edge of contemporary art. It 
stresses the more adventurous, 
more innovative pieces. You 
won’t see pictures of beautiful 
B.C. here.” 

Those who view the exhibit 
more than once will detect 
changes because everything on 
display is available for rent and 
as soon as art is taken off the 
walls it’s replaced by other art. If 
visitors don’t see what they want 
they should ask for it because 
many works of art will remain in 
Art Bank crates which will be 
positioned here and there around 
the Gallery. 

Each work is contemporary 
Canadian art whose rental fee is 
based on its purchase price, 
Powell explains. The fee range is 
$60 per year to $600 per year. 
The vast majority of the art is 
on paper and rents for the 
lower fees. 

“Art Bank at Work” is open 
to the public from 6 to 26 
September. The exhibition 
includes paintings, prints, 
photographs, sculptures and 
wallworks. Among the Alberta 
artists represented in the

ee years before 
Canada came to nationhood the 


Biedermeir era in Austria began. 


The political climate regulated 
by Chancellor Metternich made 
dissent virtually impossible and 
what unfolded was 33 years of 
deceptive tranquility: Adalbert 
Stifter, a prominent novelist of 
the day, termed it an age in 
which the “gentle law of human 
evolution” prevailed.

exhibit—64 panels consisting of 
several hundred pictures and 
posters—is on display in 
Rutherford Library (alcove of 
the main floor in Rutherford 
South). 

There are catalogues in 
English and in German, and a 
videotape, in English, is 
available in the Language 
Laboratory in the Arts Building 
for anyone wishing to view the 
pictures, accompanied by music 
from the time, and to listen to a 
background narration to the 
exhibit. 

Professor Prokop also has 
word of another exhibit, The 
“German Woodcut in the 20th 
Century.” It has been sent by the 
Institute for Foreign Relations in 


Stuttgart and consists of about 
140 original German woodcuts 
covering the period from 1900 to 
the present. Included are works 
by Barlach, Beckmann, 
Feininger, Kirchner, Kollwitz, 
and Marcks, to name just a few. 

Owing to the size of the 
collection, the first part (1900 to 
1945) will be shown in the 
Beaver House Gallery, 10158 
103 Street, from 10 September 
to 13 October. The second part 
(from 1945 on) will be displayed 
in the Fine Arts Building Gallery 
from 17 October to 5 November. 
Subsequently, the exhibit will 
move to the Glenbow Museum 
in Calgary. 

The Department of Germanic 
Languages is the overall sponsor 
but assistance has come from 
many quarters.

Donor places 9,000 
‘friends’ in Library’s care 


The Schloss Collection of 
Modern Literature is con- 
temporary through and through, 
but it needs this Byronic simile 
to underscore its vastness: “Like 
the leaves of the forest when 
summer is green.” There are 
upwards of 9,000 first editions 
in the collection and Eric 
Schloss maintained a friendship 
with each of them. Rather than 
compulsively buying and 
stockpiling books, he selected 
each volume with a combination 
of pleasure and perspicacity. 
What’s more, he read 
everything he collected. 

““My dream was to assemble 
such a collection. My respon- 
sibility is to turn it over to the 
Library,” he commented at a 
reception held in his honor, 

24 August. 

“The importance of the 
collection is as a nucleus for 
teaching and research,” 

Dr Schloss told the large 
gathering and fellow speakers 
Erie Ingles, Sandy Mactaggart, 
Dianne Kieren and Henry 


Kreisel. “I hope you will meet 
my 9,000 friends and learn 
from them.” 

More than a love of books 
is needed if a person is to 
cultivate such a collection as 
that which Chancellor 
Mactaggart estimates would 
take him 54 years to read. 
Vigilance (a housekeeper had 
the habit of scribbling messages 
on the bindings of books 
positioned near the Schloss 
telephone) and the ability to 
dissuade puppies from gnawing 
on bindings always come 
in handy. 

The books are moving from 
one caring home to another. It’s 
just that now more people have 
the opportunity to appreciate 
them. Meanwhile, what’s to 
happen at the Schloss resi- 
dence? Dr Schloss is young 
enough to start another 
collection, but his wife, Elexis, 
is an interior designer who 
suddenly has all this floor and 
wall space at her disposal ....

 @@nstrument” provided by the 
department’s piano technician, 
Bruce Hettinger, and “armored 
with all sorts of practical 
advice,” Professor Brauss 
eventually settled on a 
Steinway whose overall sound 
spectrum is, well, grand. 

A word of caution, 
however. It will take about a 
year for the piano to reach its 
full powers. It has to grow 
through playing and subsequent 
adjustments in voicing and 
regulation, Professor Brauss 
explains. 

Professor Lemelin will 
play Schubert’s “Sonata Op. 
posth. A Major” and be 
followed on stage by Alexandra 
Munn, pianist, and Kuniko 
Furuhata, mezzo soprano 
(Dvorak’s “Seven Gypsy Songs 
Op. 55”); duo pianists Michael 
~ Redshaw and Joachim Segger 

(Ravel’s “Ma mére l’Oye’”’); 
and Professor Brauss, Norman 
Nelson, violinist, Nicholas 
Pulos and John Thompson, 
violists, John Kadz, cellist, and 
Sheila Garret, bassist (“Sextet 
Op. 110, D Major” by Felix 
Mendelssohn-Bartholdy). 

Such programming 
guarantees the audience a 
sampling of the Hamburg 
Steinway’s diversity in the 
form of solo piano, piano duet, 
accompaniment and chamber 
music.
